Those Plebiscites 
‘There are doubtless many who will agree 
‘with Signor Mussolint in his contention that 
Plebiscltes form the only solution to the prob- 
Jem with which Europe is confronted, and if 
the policy of self-determination is 'to be 
accepted in its completest sense, then it follows 
‘that such means form the only method of 
ascertaining the will of the people concerned. 
‘Yet if the doctrine is to be accepted, it must 
be accepted in its entirety, and its application 
made universal. ‘That has’ not been done up 
to the present; there is no indication that it 
ever will be, and that for very’ well-known 
reasons. Plebiscites are always desired by 
those who believe that the results will un- 
doubtedly favour their own cause; they are| 
jnot by those who might regret the outcome. 
‘Thus a plebiscite of the Sudeten dominated 
areas would undoubtedly show a desire for the 
‘Sudetens to be incorporated in the Third Reich, 
‘and would consequently form asolution of the 
problem most acceptable to it. If, however, 
there were any doubt as to the way the voting 
would go, there would not be quite the same 
insistence. But the wider application of the 
doctrine shows where it would be unaccep- 
table, Would Signor Mussolini, insisting in this 
instance on the right of self-determination, ac- 
cord it to the Austrians in the Tyrol? Would 
he seek to discover the ideas of the Abyssinians 
on the subject of tho Italian empire over them 
by holding a plebiscite, and would he stand 
aside and let the Spaniards thus settle their own 
‘amongst themselves? The leopard would 
have changed its spots if ever he consented to 
‘any such wide application of the doctrine he 
so firmly supports, and the proper, definition 
fof the doctrine of self-determination is a politi- 
cal gospel acceptable when directed against 
others, but wholly unacceptable when applied 
to oneself. Consequently if plebiscites are 
indeed the real solution of problems such as 
these a general programme of polling in vari- 
‘ous countries might lead to redrafting of the 
atlas on a very considerable scale. 

















News Broadcasts 


‘The question “of local broadcasts is receiv- 
fing attention at the hands of correspondents 
to this journal, In a place like Shanghai it 
is a subject which requires the most careful 
handling, especially at times like these, and if 
‘the complaints of correspondents are well 
founded, it would seem that there is plenty 
Jot room for improvement. There is a very 
great difference in broadcasting technique as 
femployed by different nationalities, from the 
‘dispassionate broadcasting of the type adopted 
fey the British Broadcasting Corporation, to the 
Jdramatization of news which is adopted in 
Jother cases. It is of course no part of the 
duty of this journal to suggest how other 
concerns should conduct their business. For 
Iiselt it has adopted the policy of adhering to 
{the principles followed by the B.B.C., involv 
Ing the broadcasting of news without com- 
ment, leaving listeners to form their own con- 
felusions. By that means the danger of offend- 
Ing the susceptibilities of other nationals is 
reduced toa minimum. Not only that, the 
Ikelihood of searing listeners is also. greatly 
minimized, and in such perilous days as these, 
fespecially when wrong “impressions of what 
has been heard are often so easily formed, it 
is highly desirable that the retailing of the 
news should be carried out with the greatest

Jof restraint. Probably the main difficulty 








[which the compilers of the various news broad- 
leasts have to encounter is the fact that all 
foreign information is obtained through a num- 
fuer of agencies and is available to those who 
Jeare to purchase the- services. It is then, in 
the endeavour to be different that the chief 
danger lies, and in this search for variety of 
presentation some broadcasters have been 
going to unusual . lengths. Not the least in- 
[teresting ‘of mistakes ‘which thereby come 
‘about was one arising from a lack of sound 
knowledge of the geography of central Europe 
ithe speaker expressing the opinion that Ger- 
Imany might ultimately find it necessary to 
march on Czechoslovakia through Jugosiavia. 
It might, of course be done, but it would be 
jguite an unnecessary detour, considering that 
Germany is already in possession of Austria 
which abuts on the western and southern 
borders of the threatened country, upon which 
Sugoslavia does not. 


Hongkong’s “Black-out” 


Hongkong is not so far distant from England 
{in atmosphere for since the introduction some 
{me ago of the air raid precaution scheme and 
ithe appointment of a special officer to direct it 
ithe same peace-time trials and drills to meet 
emergencies are making the Colony extremely 
“air raid minded.” The third “black-out" when 
the Colony and the mainland were plunged 
into darkness to defeat hypothetical bombers 
jwas held a few days ago with a great deal of 
Isuccess in spite of the difficulties one might 
lexpect in dealing with such a population. From 
the reports of the officer in charge of the 
Ischeme and Col, N. M. Irwin, GS.O1, the 
result was good and thera was almost a com~ 
plete “black-out,” Hongkong’s fomous peak 
known all over’ the world for its beauty of 
Mumination at night sharing in the scheme 
lwith the humblest sampan in the harbour, 
Jwhose flickering light was extinguished. As a 
matter of fact, a special tribute is paid to the 
lsampans for thelr general co-operation in the 
fobservance of the test which shows how 
thoroughly the appeal must have been obeyed. 
Ime two previous experiments differed from 
the third in the. conditions of application but 
{from the reports the latest more approximated 
fcondifions to be expected in a real attack. It 
[was based on a period of preparation for extine- 
tion oF screening of lights, surprise to test 
speedy fulfilment, and the test of the warning 
jsystem. To quote Col. Irwin: 

‘The Dlack-out was a success. The people, 
‘almost toa man. traffe, public and private, 
slablishments ‘such as docks, military barracks 
and soon, obscured thelr ‘lights with great 
Speed....As’ an actual “comparison “with » the 
February black-out I would say that the Colony 
was more blacked-out than ‘on that occasion... 
The rapidity with which the black-out took effect 
was very gratifying and showed that the people 
Rad studied the ARP.O' instructions and were 
fon their toes. 

‘There were some criticisms chiefly in regard 
to forgetfulness and the use of paper on lights 
which did not produce a suffeient degree of 
obscurity. Owing to bright moonlight. search- 
ight signals were not a success and the dim- 
ming of private lights fell within this category. 
JAn important disccvery was the possible use 
fof traffle lights by “enemy” airman, A few 
Jodd lights in a darkened area are sometimes 
jadvantageous for they help to bewilder the 
faerial attacker whose bearings are missing, but 
in regard to traMc lights Col. Irwin stated that 





























these were the most noticeable feature and no 
fbetter guide to the airman could be conceived 


than the movement of trafic lights along roads. 
in future, it appears inevitable that all traMe 
must stop and lights extinguished. Hongkong 
fig accumulating a useful fund of experience and 
knowledge by these air raid experiments, Un~ 
fortunately, owing to the weather it was not 
possible to apply the real test to the last 
"black-out.” namely, aerial observation, but the 
Jcommon-sense basis of these efforts Is not to be 
lunderestimated in these uncertain times, 


‘The Newer Journalism 


Amongst the many innovations which have 
been introduced into Russia since the revolu- 
‘tion has been the complete control of the Rus- 
sian Press, which has acquired an unanimity 
of opinion’ which is only equalled by the press 
of other totalitarian states of a somewhat dif- 
ferent political complexion. But _ yesterday 
morning the Tass News Agency carried a 
résumé of an article appearing in “Le Journal 
fe. Moscou"” on the present European erisis 
Which Is not only a valuable contribution. to 
consideration of this engrossingly important 
subject, but is most likely a demonstration of 
the newer methods in newspaper presentation,

New Speed Record 


A dramatic battle is boing fought out on the 
gleaming salt flats at Bonneville in the United 
[States, between two British motorists, who are 
fendeavouring {o establish a new record for 
fautomobile speeds. On Thursday John Cobb, 
‘established a new record for the mile at the 
Average oMelal speed of 950.20 miles an hour, 
beating Capt. Eyston’s new record of 345.49 
miles an hour which he established so short 
‘a while ago as August 27. This challenge to 
the previous record holder is boing accepted, 
and Capt Eyston will make a new attempt with 
his 6,000 hp, Thunderbolt, to regain the suprem- 
acy which he has held ‘for so short a while. 
and he has expressed confidence that he will 
Ibe able to do so, claiming that in his previous 
atiempt he did ‘not force his engine through 
fa desire to take no unnecessary risks, Experi 

fence has already shown that as greater speeds 
fare attained, the danger is increased out of all 
proportion fo the importance of the perfor- 
‘uunee. aind it is hoped that a time will como 
‘when these strivings for speeds, which it is to 
bbe expected will never be of any real value in 
the world of transport, will be abandoned. To 
ithe average man in the street the attainment 
lof speeds such as these represents just about 
fas valuable a contribution to the art of living, 
fas would the successful ascent of Mount Ever- 
fest, Most certainly the Initer can confer 
nothing but the satisfaction of achievement, and 
proof of human endurance, but when. 
it comes to the question of any effective 
contribution to scientific knowledge being, 
‘derived from these exploits, it is doubtful 
whether the results justify the enormous efforts 
which are made. Mankind is living too rapid- 
ly already; the strain which is being put upon 
it is creating very serious problems, and it is 
open to “question whether a return to rather 
less speed would not be of inestimable benefit 
to a nerve-racked humanity, Whether that would 
be $0 or not. there is nevertheless much to be 
‘said for the outlook of Li Hung-chang, who 
when invited to attend a race mecting, decline 
ed, adding that in his country it had been 
known for centuries that some horses could 
run faster than others.

Details of Volunteer Activities Given 


Hankow, Sept. 18. 


SCYY7E have suffered innumerable humiliations in past years, 
and we took up arms against the Japanese invasion last 


July because we are determined 


to deliver you from the Japanese 


yoke," declared General Chiang Kai-shek in the course of a state- 
ment issued yesterday, and addressed to the Chinese in Manchoukuo 
fon the eve of the seventh anniversary of the Mukden Incident. 
General Chiang, in his statement, assured the Chinese in Man- 


choukuo that their seven years 


of sufferings under the Japanese 


military occupation had been ever in the minds of all Chinese 


elsewhere, 
‘Millions have been suffering ter- 

ible hardships in the ten provinces 
tnder Japanese military occupation 
during the past fourteen months. of 
warfare,” General Chiang stated, “but 
the Japanese are at the end of' their 
resources.’ 

“Thanking the Chinese in Manchou- 
kyo for thelr heroic fight against the 
Japanese by raiding Japanese muni 
tion depots and aerodromes, and 
‘making attacks on the railways, Gen- 
eral Chiang emphasized that a pas- 
sive resistance was not enough. He 
urged the Manchurians in the Japan 
ese Army {o rise against their 
Japanese oficers. 

‘He also urged them to extend their 
operations over the country, 30 as to 
‘enable the Chinese Army to “quickly 
drive the Japanese away from Chi- 
nese territory.’ f 

‘The Generalissimo assured the Chi- 
nese in Manchoukuo that he would 
not foresake his responsibility, and 
sald that he was determined to de- 
liver them from the Japanese yoke 
in. the near future. 

'In the earlier part of his statement, 
General Chiang said that the day of 
delivery for the Chinese in Manchou- 
Kuo was near, and exhorted these 
Chinese to rise as one man, ,and 
purticipate actively in the fight’ for 
freedom, acting behind the Japanese 
Lines. 

42 Volunteer Army Corps

HERR HITLER’S SPEECH 
E Sept. 14. 


Herr Hitler has made no real contribu 
‘© the solution of the Czechoslovakian- 
Sudeten erisis in the speech which he made 
at the elosing of the Nuremberg conference 
on Monday, and the situation may generally 
be deseribed as unchanged. It is true that 
he has reaMrmed his support of the claims 
f the Sudeten Germans, and has indicated 
that if necessary he would go to their aid, 
but that has been Known ever since the 
stisis frst came to a head, and it is possible 
that, as a result of his remarks, Herr Henlein 
and’ his party will now seek (o press for a 

cbiseite amongst the Sudeten Germans. 
That the Czechoslovakian government is’ 
Pledged to resist, and the effect of this latest 
Pronouncement of Der Fuehrer, violent in 
‘erins though it is, may be taken.as merely 
Postponing deelsions which he may ultimately 
hue to make. Official opinion in Washing- 
‘on to the effect that “the bark is alarming, 











‘the position at the moment. Undoubtedly 
Herr Hiller has indicated how far he stands) 
committed in the matter, and the real danger: 
now is that the commitment is now so 
definite, that he will be completely unable 
to retreat from the stand which he has 
adopted without that loss of domestic prestige | 
which is so necessary for the maintenance’ 
of the position which he holds in the esteem 
of the people he governs. The seriousness; 
of the situation is that the Dictator has pub-| 
ely burned his boats, and that is a. factor| 
which will have to be’ taken into account at! 
all times when endeavouring to estimate the| 
real meaning of future developments. ‘That! 
the speech makes no constructive contribution 
to the settlement of the crisis is only too| 
apparent, and, while the continued mobil~ 
ization of a million and a half German troops. 
remains a patent fact, it is apparent that! 
German pressure upon’ the’ Czechoslovakian 
Government is just as real as the Anglo- 
French pressure upon Germany of which Herr 
Hitler complains, 

It Der Fuehrer were to leave the two 
‘opposing parties to work out their own sal- 
vation, there is a chance that some satisfactory 
and permanent settlement might be reached. 
The concessions which Prague has an- 
nounced should go a very long way to- 
wards that most desirable end, but the 
larger view of the whole affair shows that 
the settlement of the domestic difference in 
Czechosiovakia is but a small matter in Ger- 
man eyes as compared with the anschluss. 
Hence the suggestion that a plebiscite should 
bbe held in the Sudeten areas is regarded with 
the gravest suspicion as paving the way for 
the anschluss which obviously has been in 
Herr Hitler’s mind ever since he attained 
power. ‘That, the Czechoslovakian Prime 
‘Minister has definitely stated, will be resisted, 
and it appears that the general feeling of 
the Czechs is that they would fight rather 
than agree to any such solution of the present 
impasse. The world at large will not be 
greatly impressed by Herr Hitler’s moving 
reference to the persecution which it is 
alleged has been inflicted upon the Sudetens. 
‘That they have grievances, and very real 
‘ones at that, will not for ‘one moment be 
denied: that they should be remedied with the 
utmost dispatch must be immediately con- 
ceded, but in foreign eyes these matters are 
but the excuse for proceeding with a policy 
which must be viewed with the deepest 
possible concern. Opinion abroad will not] 
be unduly impressed by Herr Hitler's im- 
passioned outburst over the alleged perse~ 
cution of the Sudetens, for judging from all 
that lias happened in Germany and Austria, 
the contention appears to be that discrimin- 
ation against the German race is most highly 
to be condemned, while nothing can be more] 
praiseworthy than the outrageous persecution 
of certain other minorities. Foreign opinion 
refuses to believe that the sauce for the goose] 
is an inappropriate accompaniment for the 
gander, and the illogicality of the contention 
in no way serves to improve matters. 

‘Yet it must be confessed that Herr Hitler! 
could not have said anything other than he 
did on Monday afternoon. His oracular 
silence during the past weck induced the| 
thought that even then he might have main- 
tained reticence on the matter, but now that] 
he has spoken he has said little that was] 
not already fully realized. He has most! 
certainly said nothing caleulated to improve] 
matters, but there is comfort in the thought! 
that there is little or nothing in his pronounce- 
ment likely immediately to tend towards’ 
deterioration. ‘That the speech will stiffen 
the Sudeten attitude is inevitable, but as Herr’ 
Henlein has always been fully’ apprised of 
the German policy in the matter his position| 
is no stronger, now than it was at the end| 
of last week. Nevertheless the situation is] 
‘a grave one. The breaking down of Sudeten 
discipline, as evidenced in the recent increase 
of incidents precipitated by some of Herr 
Henlein’s followers,—whether directly inspired 
or not, really does not matter,—inereases the’ 
danger that some such occurrence may bring. 
about a collapse of the present unstable’ 
situation, and bring about that resort to arms 
the likelihood of which cannot in any way 
be discounted. It is possible to accept, the 
statement that Herr Hitler docs not désire 
war entirely at its face value. No sane ma 
anywhere in the world wants to sce the 
outbreak of a conflagration the result of which 
no matter to which sfde victory ultimately 
goes, must be general disaster. It was with 
the desire that everything possible should be: 
done to avert such a catastrophe, that unusual 
pressure has been brought to bear upon 
‘ague by Great Britain and France. ‘There: 
is something in the Soviet contention that 
Czechoslovakia is being required to pay a’ 
very high price for the peace of Europe, and 
it is clear that the limits of concession have’ 
been reached. The latest Czech proposals’ 
did form a basis for negotiation. That has 
been admitted by the Sudeten Party itself, 
and the soundest statesmanship would have! 
been to permit these two opponents to work 
out their own destiny uninfluenced by more’ 
outside pressure. It is believed they could, 
even now, were they let alone, but that would) 
not suit Herr Hitler's book. The major aspeets 
‘of his polley require the bending of Czecho- 
slovakia entirely to his will and the meck

It would be the height of imprudence to) 
seek for one moment to gloze over the 
seriousness of the situation as it has now 
developed in Europe, and while at the time 
of writing it appeared that there was still a 
chance that war might be avoided, it must 
be admitted that the chance is a very small 
lone. Developments on Tuesday are not to 
be taken as arising immediately out of Herr 
Hitler's, speech at Nuremberg on Monday,

the Sudeten Germans were responsible, in- 
ldicated cither that the leaders were unable 
to maintain that discipline over the party 
which has been one of the outstanding 
features of the whole crisis, or that they had 
lifted the ban upon such irregularities 
jealculated to bring about clashes with the 
[Czechoslovakian authorities. On Tuesday 
lconditions had deteriorated to such an extent, 
that Prague instituted the equivalent of 
martial law, for the purpose of’ restoring 
order, Before the day had ended Herr Hen- 
lein had delivered a demand to the Govern- 
ment demanding tMe lifting of the regulations 
within six hours. Well within the time laid 
down the Government indicated that it could 
not agree to it, though it became apparent 
that the door was. not closed to fur- 
ther negotiations. Later it was announced 
that Herr Henlein considered that in the cir- 
cumstances further negotiations were impossi- 
ble. Lord Runciman appears to be the only 
connecting link between the Czechoslovakian 
Government and the Sudeten Germans 
jand the position is just about as grave as it 
possibly can be short of an actual outbreak 
jot war. The seriousness of the situation is 
lenhanced by the fact that since Monday a 
dangerous consideration has been imported 
into the dispute by the practical rejection of 
ithe Prague concessions, in favour of a plebis- 
cite and the demand of the Sudetens for the 
right of self-determination. 

‘That that was always at the back of Herr 
Henlein's mind must be accepted. ‘The 
concessions which Prague has been persuaded 
to make have been considered as signs of 
weakness by its enemies, and weakness not 
jonly of the Czechoslovakian Government, but 
also of France and Great Britain. And so 
‘the greatest bluff of the crisis is being at- 
tempted. That it is a bluff scems apparent, 
for while there can be no doubt that Ger- 
many would go to the assistance of the 
‘Sudeten Germans, it is clear that it is hoped 
‘by this threat of’ war to bring upon Dr. 
Hodza that last ounce of pressure which 
should bring about that abject surrender 
‘without which the desires of Herren Hitler 
and Henlein can never be fully satisfied, and 
80 avoid the actual outbreak of hostilities. 
Already the casuistical argument is being 
heard that. it is foolish and deplorable that 
‘the fate of some three-and-a-half million 
Germans should be responsible for plunging 
‘the whole of Europe into war, the suggestion 
being that it would be better to give way 
than plunge into that catastrophe which is 
thus threatened. But if every European 
disagreement is only to be settléd under the 
guns of war, if principles, honour and inter- 
national morality are to give way before 
levery threat of force, mankind will have, 
reached so low an ebb that it will hardly be 
Jable to call its soul its own. There is also 
fa tendency to be noted in the press of ccr- 
‘tain countries to regard this present struggle 
jas the battle between democracies and 
totalitarian states. ‘That the dressing of the 
opposing sides gives some support to the sug- 
[gestion cannot be denied; it is, however, wholly 
‘wrong to believe that the present crisis is one 
between ideologies as such, but rather the 
result of an issue in which international 
morals are at stake. ‘Thus the Czechoslovat 
kian dispute is not to be placed in the same 
leategory as the civil war in Spain, where’ 
Fascism and Bolshevism have indeed locked 
horns, but rather one in which international 
spiritual values are deeply involved. 

Herr Henlein by his action in issuing such a 
demand on the sovereign government of 
his country did something which could only 
meet with rejection, no matter in what grace- 
ful terms that fact may be expressed. He 
could not have believed for one moment that 
‘there could have been any other result. It 
was a desperate action which could have only 
‘the worst possible effect on an already 
dangerous situation, and the responsibility 
which he has taken upon himself is indecd 
la grave one. Equally heavy is the burden 
which has thus been thrust upon Herr Hitler. 
On the face of it, it would appear that no 
|more concessions can be made by Prague, and 
it is not to be believed that either France or 
Great Britain - would desire the Czecho- 
slovakian Government to do more than it 
already has. The next move is still with the 
Jeader of the Sudetens, and if the plains of 
Europe are to resound to the marching of 
troops, if nations to be plunged into 
all tho misery and suffering more hideous 
than that endured during the Great War, he 
Jand the people behind him can alone decide.

GREAT STATESMANSHIP 


Sept. 16, 
Towards the end of last week an observer 
‘of political trends in Europe made the remark 
that nothing short of a miracle would prevent 
war in that part of the world before another 
fon days were out, and on Wednesday night 
it looked as though his prognostication were 
on the verge of proving true. Though at the 
close of that day the situation seemed to 
have bettered somewhat, it was stil desperate 
enough to arouse the deepest anxiety, and 
rave forebodings as to what yesterday would 
bring forth. With the Sudeten Germans and « 
the Czechoslovakian Government at. arm's 
Jength and negotiations brought to a dead= 
lock, with disorders involving - Sudetens, 
Communists and Czechs, in which. the last 
named appear to have been getting the worst 
of the argument, there was every danger that 
some one incident or another would be the 
spark to set the whole powder magazine 
ablaze, Unfortunately that latter consider 
ation still has to be reckoned with, but from 
the point of view of Anglo-French’ and Ger- 
‘man positions in the matter a definite change 
for the better took place when. it was 
announced that the British Prime Minister, 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, had asked to be 
allowed to visit Herr Hitler, and the latter 
hhad replied in terms of such’ cordiality as to 
make such a unique event possible, It is 
{rue that for some years past Cobinet 
Ministers, and particularly ‘the Foreign 
Secretary, have been on their own missions 
abroad, ‘but this is surely the first instance, 
when the British Premier has left the United 
Kingdom in a time of grave crisis for the 
Purpose of secking to negotiate peace on the 
very eve of war, If there ever were any 
doubt as to the greatness of Mr. Chamberlain, 
this startling innovation, as remarkable for its 
courage as for its vision, must convincingly 
prove it. Mr. Chamberlain's first venture as 
Prime Minister into the realms of foreign 
Policy, namely the Anglo-Italian accord, even 
now in a state of suspended animation, has 
not proved up to the present to have justified 
the risks which he assumed in making it 
with Signor Mussolini, He has consequently 
been much criticized for the departure from 
normal policies, and there was some indication 
that he was losing support in the Commons 
leven from the party from which he had 
every right to expect it 


What led Mr. Chamberlain to make s0 
dramatic a gesture is not at present made 
clear. It is possible that, despite the very 
definite statements which have been com- 
municated to Germany, and to the world 
press, the belief of Herr von Ribbentrop, that 
Britain would not fight as the last resort, 
might have still found some supporters among 
Der Fuehrer’s advisers. It would have been 
a tragedy if that misconception had been 
allowed to prevail in Berlin, or at Berchtes~ 
gaden, and, if through the ordinary channels 
of representation such assurances failed to 
Jeary the conviction it was desired they 
should, the best thing to do was for Mr. 
‘Chamberlain and Herr Hitler to meet face 
fo face. It is unprecedented. It makes 
demands upon a man who is by no means 
young, has only recently recovered from

On 
the other hand it scems to be the very last 
of quite a substantial list of concessions which 
‘have been made during the past few weeks 
for it must be remembered that, as cach con- 
cession has been made by the Czechoslovakian 
Government under Anglo-French pressure, 
Sudeten demands have been increased until 
the Czechs are prepared ‘to fight rather than 
give in any more. If Mr. Chamberlain is able 
to induce Herr Hitler to persuade Herr 
Henlein to modify his demands to the accept 
ance of Prague's latest concessions as a basis 
of negotiation,—a basis which, unfortunately 
hhas been summarily rejected by the Sudeten 
Teader,—war will be averted, anda new op- 
portunity secured for working out some 
formula which may secure the peace of 
Europe. If he fails to do so, he will have 
Gone everything possible, short of bringing| 
about that complete surrender to the Sudeten 
demands which Dr. Hodza has already 
emphatically rejected so many times, in the 
interests of European peace, and there will 
then be no longer any’ question as to what 
responsibility will remain on Anglo-French 
shoulders, ‘There will be no misunderstand~ 
Ings suich as those which it is alleged pre- 
cipitated the struggle of 1914-18, no opportu 
nity of contending that British sins of omission 
were responsible for the new catastrophe, and 
the responsibility for what is to happen will 
Rave been set fairly and squarely on the 
shoulders of those who, up to the present, have 
contributed so little towards an amicable sot~ 
Hlement of this erisis. ‘Then, if it comes to a 
choice between the policies of Mr. Chamber~ 
Jain and Herr Hitler, probably History. will 
hold to the judgment of Martial:

FIGHT FOR HANKOW 
Sept. 17. 

‘The fighting which is in progress between 
the Chinese and Japanese forces in the latter's 
advance on Hankow is not developing as rapid- 
ly as was at first anticipated, and while it would 
be an exaggeration to state that the Japanese 
had been held up, they are certainly not ad- 
vancing with that speed to be expected 
of the numbers employed and the 
superiority of their equipment in what 
is probably the largest military action in their" 
history. During the past week, what is re~ 
ported as heavy fighting has been proceed~ 
ing on the three main fronts, in south-east 
Honan, along the Yangtze’ valley from 
Juichang, and down the Kiukiang Railway in 
Kiangsu.’ ‘The capture of Kushih, on Septem- 
ber 7 should have brought about the early 
collapse of the triangular defensive position 
‘of which that city, Shangcheng and Kwang- 
chow were the three corners, The advance 
along the route  Yehkiatsi-Shangcheng has 
been slow, and while there is afoot a power~ 
ful movement to squeeze out the Chinese de- 
fence from that position, there are indications 
that the Chinese forces’ will still be able to 
hold out some days at increased expense tu 
the Japanese. At the present rate of 
progress it may still be some weeks before the 
Japanese succeed in cutting the Peiping- 
Hankow Railway at Sinyang, which is still 
about seventy miles behind the most advanced 
Chinese positions in this area, Very much 
the same remarks must apply to the course 
of events along the Yangtze. With the fall 
of Kwangtsi on September 6, it was believed 
that the shorter road to Hankow would be 
opened, Kwangtsi being at the head of a 
highway system connecting with the up- 
river port, and the flat country between the| 
hills and the river affording some opportun- 
ity for the use of mechanized weapons and 
transport. The country, however, is by no} 
means easy, much of it being under water’ 
or water-logged, while the fact that the 
Japanese are unable to advance with the 
same specd on the south bank has undoubtedly 
an important effect upon the progress which 
can be made along the north, 

Since the fall of Juichang the Japanese 
have made little progress westward, and the 
capture of Matowcheng commands the 
southern end of the boom across the Yangtze 
to Wusueh on the north bank, ‘The Chinese 
complain that the loss of the village does 
not entail any diminution of their command | 
in that area, their fortifications covering the 








‘which the Japanese have to negotiate, and 
presents a bottle-neck, which continues 
westwards up to the second boom a few 
miles to the southeast of Kichun, another 


north bank. That narrow strip will have to 
‘be negotiated before the Japanese forces 
reach the leveller ground further to the west, 
though even this presents difficulties because 
of the large number of lakes, etc, south of 


{Wuchang. Similar slowness has marked the!ing the disbandment 


Japanese advance southwards along the 
Kiukiang-Nanchang Railway. The distance 
between Mahweiling, which fell to the’ 
Japanese about a couple of weeks ago, and 


short of twenty miles along territory domin- 
‘ated by the mountain system which stretches 
from the Yangtze almost as far as Nanchang: 
Itself. Once, however, Tehan is reached the 
mountains recede from the west shores 
lof the Poyang Lake, and the Japanese should 
be able to advance ‘upon Nanchang with less: 
danger to their flank than at present exists 
In the hills which are so close to the scene of 
‘operations. 5 

‘The Japanese have been rather more re~ 
ticent concerning the date they planned to| 
‘occupy Hankow, than’ they were with regard 
to other important cities: opinions privately 
expressed amongst the Japanese have given 
several dates for the achievement of that 
success, The earliest seems to have been 
September 26, but it is quite clear that, short, 
of the miraculous, a much longer time will 
have to elapse before Hankow falls, Just re- 
cently it has been thought that with the fall 
‘of the Wuhan cities, it might be possible to 
‘announce the combination of the Peiping 
‘and Nanking regimes into one government 
of occupied China, by the nationally import 
ant date of October 10, and while this would 
give the Japanese approximately a fortnight 
longer in which to achieve their objective, 
it is to be doubted whether they will be 
able to do so by that date, so long as the 
Chinese continue to offer the resistance they 
have hitherto been doing. ‘The question of 
the Chinese resistance, however, is the main| 
imponderable in endeavouring’ to estimate 
how long they can hold Hankow. Points, the 
holding of which seemed to be imperative, as 
for example Mahweiling, have been held’ by 
poorly conditioned, unseasoned troops, while 
‘others of less importance have been held in 
strength wholly incommensurate with any 
eal role they could play in maintaining the 
eneral position, and while in the main the 
‘Chinese seem to have done remarkably well, 
‘and to have put the Japanese to a great 
‘amount of trouble, the impression still re- 
mains that under ‘better command a finer 
showing could have been made. That does 
not mean that the situation before Hankow 
{s at the moment very perilous. It will not 
be until the Japanese have succeeded in 
progressing further along the Yangtze, and 
towards Sinyang on the Peiping-Hankow 
Railway in Honan. ‘Then the whole of the 
mountain system in which the Chinese appear 
Armly ensconced in Hupeli will have been so 
‘completely turned that the Chinese defences 
{in that area will have to be withdrawn, not 
only as far as Hankow, but possibly west 
of the railway. 








A CRITICAL WEEK 


Sept. 19. 

‘The most outstanding development of the 
week in connection with the Czechoslovak 
crisis was undoubtedly the decision of Mr. 
‘Neville Chamberlain to visit Herr Hitler in 
last endeavour to avert hostilities. On his 
return from Berchtesgaden, the British Prime 
Minister expressed himiselt as satisfied with 
the visit, and took the precaution of warning 
the public against accepting as correct any 
statements regarding what had happened | 
until an official public announcement was 
made. ‘That has not been done up to the 
present, and despite the publication of a 
number of quite interesting speculations as) 
to what might have happened during the 
course of the visit, the fact remains that, up 
to the present, the world at large remains 
‘completely uninformed regarding this latest. 
development. All that is known is that what- 
ever Herr Hitler told Mr. Chamberlain 
necessitated the return of ‘the latter to 
London earlier than was originally expected, 
the summoning of special Cabinet meetings, 
and yesterday w conference in London, be- 
tween the British Cabinet and MM., Daladier 
and Bonnet. It is as well that this should 
be borne in mind, for much alarming news 
has been spread on the one hand, and some, 
perhaps, unduly optimistic on the the other, 
that wisdom necessitates the suspension of 
judgment until something definite is issued 
Yegarding what actually took place at the 
‘end of the week. ‘There cannot, however, be:

factors which may even now thwart the good| 
intentions which Herr Hitler is believed to 
have. The terms of the proclamation issued by| 
the executive of the Sudeten German Party is| 
distinctly provocative in tone, and the im- 
| pression seems to be justified, that no matter 
‘what efforts are being made by London, Paris 
and Berlin, they are receiving no assistance 
from the two factions which the crisis most 
closely involves, It is probably well within| 
the Czechoslovak law that the Sudeten Party] 
should be declared dissolved, and that war-| 
rants should be issued for the arrest of its 
leaders, but there are occasions when in-| 
sistence upon legal rights may, not only be 
unwise but actually criminal in its stupidity. 
Tt was on the face of it a wholly unnecessary 
step, fatuous because it cannot be enforced 
even as affairs stand now, and will not be 
enforced no matter what future developments 
may be, and merely serves to exacerbate 
feelings, whith should be kept under all pos-| 
sible restraint at a juncture such as this. It 
does not appear that the Czechoslovak Gov- 
ernment is being particularly helpful in this 
matter, and the suggestion that it is acting 
upon the malevolent inspiration of Moscow 
may not be without some foundation, The 
violence of the Sudeten language is also no 
contribution to the peaceful settlement of this 
very troublesome affair, but as they have at 
no time done anything tending towards so 
happy an event, it may be taken that they 
are merely running to their usual form. 

‘The danger of an incident precipitating a 
conflict which might undo everything which 
4s now being attempted, is probably graver 
now than at any time during the past few 
weeks, and foreign opinion is becoming more 
than a ttle exasperated that these political 
antagonists should behave with such utter 
disregard of the possible consequences. of 
their recklessness. It would be the most| 
hideous of tragedies if the whole of Europe, 
and possibly the world were to be plunged 
into war over a question which should, and 
could be settled by peaceful means,” and 
there is not a small amount of support for 
‘the contention that the Sudetens and the 
Czechoslovaks, failing to agree between them- 
selves, should have this crisis settled for them. 
That ‘may still result from the conver- 
sations which are at present proceeding. It 
is to be sincerely hoped that this will be the 
outcome, for if it does, it should pave the 
‘way for further amicable conferences, at! 
which many of the existing differences, which 
‘are keeping the Great Powers apart, might! 
be smoothed out. ‘That is one of the very 
few attractive aspects of the present situation. 
If at this last hour, it is possible to bring the 
counsels of peace to prevail, and with them 
a better Anglo-German understanding, a step| 
may be taken towards the general appease- 
‘ment of Europe, upon which iM. Chamberlain 
is so keenly set. But if the worst comes| 
to the worst, and that will probably be 
known by the end of this fateful week, the| 
issue will have to be faced with courage and 
faith. ‘There is every probability that Great| 
Britain and France would emerge victorious 
from any such struggle as might eventuate: 
there is most certainly no reason to expect 
defeat, but, nevertheless, there is no one who 
will not feel the deepest regret if the path 
towards general appeasement has to be 
pursued through the dreary wastes of war.

shoestring, and behaving with incredible 
recklessness. It must be remembered that 
the forecasts of the economists as to the length 
of time Germany would be able to fight 
fafter_the commencement of the’ blockade in 
ithe Great War, were completely falsified in 
the event, and there is no ground for believing 
‘that those making similar guesses concerning 
Japan are any the more likely to be correct 

‘This is written with no intention of throw= 
ing a damper on those who believe in the 
ultimate victory of the Chinese. ‘There is 
plenty of reason to suppose that if their 
‘gallant resistance can be continued long enouth 
Just such a result will be brought about, but 
it is definitely not wise to delude the people 
with any vain hope that the much desired 
victory is just round the corner. When the 
Chinese attainments are weighed up they 
amount to this—the short, sharp, victoriows 
campaign which the Japanese hoped for has 
been ‘denied them; they are, 30 long as Chins 
remains of the present temper, just as far 
from that victory as they were when they 
started, for victory is not ensured until pease 
hhas been reached; they have been obliged {0 
spend enormous sums, far in-excess of what 
they originally expected, and while they have 
penetrated deeply into Chinese territory, they

Those who have survived 
from the catastrophe are now living in 
Jopen spaces without shelter and food. 
‘The conditions in such hsien as Su- 
ring, Pi-hsien, and Tung-tai, are even 
‘worse, for there” battles of a large 
scale were fought, and everywhere 
fone will be faced with a grim pleture 
of ruins and devastations. 


‘The Flooded Areas 


Besides the war scourge, the Kiang- 
pel people have also suffered trom a 
serious flood, God seems to have no 
merey on the Kiang-pei people, for 
it has been raining continually since 
the advent of autumn. On August 1 
‘a typhoon caused the overflowing of 
many rivers. As a result, the Hung- 
tsze Lake, which has already been in 
1 precarious condition because of the 
inflowing of the water from the 
'Yellow River, became uncontrollable, 
and the dykes in many places col- 
lapsed. ‘More than fifteen hsien 
including Pi-hsien, Su-tsien, Su-ning. 
Feng-hsien, Pei-hsien, — Siao-hsien, 
‘Tang-shen, Tung-hal, Kwan-yun, 
Shu-yang, Kung-yul, Sze-yang, Lien- 
shui, Hwai-yin, Hwai-an, Pao-ying, 
/Kao-yu, Tal-shin, Kiang-tu have been 
inundated, 

‘All the houses and flelds in the 
affected districts have been washed 
fout, and many thousands of people 
Ihave been drowned. According to a 
rough estimate, the areas flooded 
amount {0 100,000 sq. Jl, and the 
people affected are over one million. 
‘They are now waiting for immediate 
relief, for their stores of cereals and 
thelr coming harvests of bean. peanut, 
potato and sesame have ail been 
destroyed. 

Before North Kiangsu was invaded 
by the Japanese forces last year, the 
‘Kiangsu Provincial Government’ and 
the World Red Cross Society trans- 
ferred more than 600,000 war refugees 
from South Klangsu to North Kia 
‘st, Besides, there were about 00,000 
people who’ evacuated voluntarily to 
‘Kiang-pel at their own expense 


Although steps were taken to re- 
move those refugees to places of 
safety, it Is estimated that more than 
Inalt ‘of these refugees, consisting 
mostly of women and children, still 
linger in Kiang-pel. ‘They have been 
taken care of either by their own 
relatives or friends, or by the various 
philanthropic societies. But now, 
since Kiang-pei has been severely 
‘affected both by war and by flood, its 
natives have the same dimeulty as 
the war refugees from other districts 
in maintaining their livelihood. 

‘The Kiangsu Provincial Government 
and the leading citizens of various 
districts in Kiang-pei are now co- 
‘operating fo raise funds for giving 
relief to those war and flood victims. 
In Shanghai, a campaign sponsored 
by “Father ‘Jacquinot, Father De 
Prunene, Dr. Jas. B. Woods, Mr. T. L. 
/Harnberger, Mr. Chen Tsing-son and 
‘many other noted philanthropists will 
be also launched to solicit funds tor 
‘this relief purpose. 
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Gunmen Try to Get Head

Bombs Thrown in Soochow Rd. 


‘Terrorists Escape After Szechuen Road Bridge 
Outrage ; Foreigner Among Wounded 


Shanghai, Sept. 17. 
WO military hand-grenades were thrown into crowded traffic 

at the south end of the Szechuen Road Bridge at 5.20 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, wounding about a dozen persons including 
Teast one foreigner. Panic was caused in the serried ranks of 

factory workers and others passing the point at the time, and 
‘traffic was disrupted for a considerable period. Japanese Landing 
Party men, with bayonets fixed, surrounded the scene of the out= 
rage and almost immediately closed the Szechuen Road Bridge. 
The “Red Marias” of the “Police Reserve Unit raced to the spot 
from the western district, and scores of steel-clad detectives and 
uniformed men came from Central Station and Police Headquarters. 











It was the first political bombing 
the International. Settlement sinee 
‘August 12, although on August 29 
two hand-grenades were thrown into 
‘Chinese import_and export hong 
in a lane of Kiangse Road. ‘The 
bombs used yesterday were of 
manufneture similar to those ex 
ploded on August 20—that is, they 
ere.

Shanghai, Sept. 20. 

French Concession detectives yes- 
torday cleared up the mystery of the 
murder of their Chinese detective- 
sergeant 139 on May 25. Inst, in a lant 
off Rue Amiral Bayle. While searching, 
yesterday for armed suspects in 
Boulevard de Montigny, the police 
seized a Chinese who was carrying 
(wo automatic pistols in his clothing 
‘and who later confessed that he had 
killed the Chinese detective. 

‘One of the two pistols was loaded 
but the suspect did not attempt, to 
shoot when challenged. He was taken 
to the nearest police station and the 
weapons were’ examined by (arms 
experts. ‘These identified one of them 
as having been taken from C.D.S. 139 
Inst May when the detective ‘was 
atlacked and shot dead by a robber. 
‘The suspect then confessed that it was 
ho who killed the detective, for the 
sole purpose of stealing his service 
pistol. He further admitted that he 
had committed two robberies “while 
‘armed and that he was about to 
perpetrate a third such crime, in the 
International Settlement, when he 
was arrested, 

Last May "25, when the Chinese 
detective-sergeant was killed, was a 
doy on which armed robbers were 
unusually active in various parts of 
Shanghai. Five robberies ang attempt- 
ed robberies took place in the Inter- 
national Settlement and western 
outside roads area on that date. in- 
cluding a looting at Jessfield which 
led to a spirited exchange of shots 
between the robbers and police.

‘The latest of these clinics is the 
leprosy cline. It is expected that 
the leprosy clinic will not have as 
many patints as the other clinics, 
but since the Counell wants to do 
all it ean to attack the leprosy prob- 
lem confronting Shanghai as a 
result of the influx of thousands of 
refugees from the leprosy-Infested 
area of Kiangsu_ in and about Jukao 
and Dungtal Hsien; this special 
clinfe has been opened to diagnose 
the disease and suggest further care 
of those found to be sufferers. 

‘Health authorities, camp managers, 
doctors, and the public in general 
are asked to co-operate in sending 
suspected cases to the clinfe. The 
clinic is free. A letter to the director 
of the clinic, should be given to the 
suspect. Any individual who may 
be suffering from numbness or any 
symptoms pointing to leprosy, ean 
present himself in person to the 
clinic for further advice on _ this 
exceedingly mysterious disease. Early 
diagnosis greatly helps in the pos- 
ible cure of the disease. Leprosy 
fs not absolutely incurable, but it 
must be checked early if 2 cure Is 
to be obtained, 

In connection with the refugee 
problem many cases of malnutrition 
may give symptoms of numbness 
resembling those of leprosy. A 
careful diagnosis is necessary to 
differentiate some of these cases,

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THE RUSSIAN COLONY 


By “Sry” 


Shanghai, Sept. 19. 

‘The Russian colony is watching 
events In Europe no less anxiously 
than the rest of cosmopolitan Shang- 
hai. By and large, the colony ‘is 
ardent In its desire for peace in 
Europe, ‘True, this peace keeps them 
inthe position of emigrés without 
political rights or pretensions, while 
‘8 European war which could very 
easily develop into a world war 
might bring a radical change into 
their seemingly meaningless and aira- 
less existence. But those who are 
‘over 40 years of age, who have ex- 
perienced the horrors of the World 
War, the revolution and- the sub- 
sequent four years. of civil war, 
realize that inv times like those, when 
eyclonic forces were unleastied, hopes 
‘often prove even moré chimerical 
than in peace time, when everyone 
hhas at Jeast the chance to cement his 
‘own little happiness. ‘Those who have 
already decided to leave Shanghai 
for permanent residence. in_ the 
United States, Australia or South 
America have fears that these deve- 
lopments may hinder their plans. 
But the great majority have no in- 
tentiong of going anywhere, and are 
prepared ts throw in their fate with 
that of the eity. 

Russlans give themselves a clear 
account of what will happen here 
should European war take on the 
proportions of a world-wide struggle 
of powers. Altered conditions, they 
realize, would have a direct effect on 
the colony, ‘That, however, does not 
disturb them overmuch, ' since if 
changes do come, they ‘will in all 
probability take the same form as 
In Tientsin and Tsingtao. Needless 
to say, the fortunes of Russians liv- 
Ing in’ those cities are being atten- 
tively watehed by the Local colony. 





Here to Stay 


‘Among the young, a certain per- 
centage ‘feel the stirring of long 
slumbering patriotism and declare 
stheir preparedness to go back to 
Russia; but the older generations 
‘are not preparing to go anywhere. 
Russians have a saying that goes, 
"God won't betray you, and a pig 
‘can’t eat you,” and it serves as con- 
solation to the more timid of heatt. 
Furthermore, Russians have not for- 
gollen the sufferings and tribulations 
of past years, when they stood for 
hours in bread-lines, when they lived 
for long dreary months in freight 
‘wagons, when they sold everything 
they could in second-hand stores. to 
stave off death by hunger. Should 
circumstances ever force them to yo 
through this again, they will have 
the benefit of past experience. At 
any rate, Russians ‘build ‘hopes on 
none but themselves, and, in case 
of war, are not expecting to be ova- 
‘custed anywhere. Whatever happens, 
the Russian colony in Shanghai is 
here to stay. 

Lieut-Col. Zorin, the representa- 
tive of Grand Duke Kirill, who in 
Russian monarehical circles is re- 
counized as the "Keeper of the 
Russian Throne,” arrived here re 
cently from Harbin. Lieut.-Col. Zorin, 
General M. Augé visited the Russian 
brought with him a valued relie— 
the St. George’s Banner which was 
presented to the Izhevsk Rifles by 
Admiral Koltchak during the Civil 
War, and which was later armed 
ar belonging to the Izhevsk Rifles 
by Grand Duke Kiril. 


M. Auge Visits Schoo! 

Last week the French Consul- 
General ML Augé visited the Russian 
Commercial Sehool, which com- 
menced the winter term on Septem- 
ter 16 and was conducted on a tour 
of inspection by Mr. N. P. Polrovsky, 
the Principal. M. Augé was pleased 
hy. the general "cleanliness of | the 
school and the orderliness of its 
pupils. On September 15, one day 
before the resumption of ‘studies, a 
religious service was held in the 
school and the various pupils were 
allotted their new classes, The Rus 
‘sian Commercial School at present 
has 103 pupils, but daily the number 
is growing. Many new pupils are 
arriving from Harbin, since with the 
radical scholastic reform in that city 
parents are unable to give their 
children an education according 10 
the Pre-revolutionary Russian cur- 
riculum, and prefer to make use of 
Russian’ schools in Shanghai. At 
present the Commercial School has 
4G boarders, 42 of whom are free, 
und 87 day-scholars, 69 of whom are 
free, With this ‘predominance of 
pupils who receive their educati 
and—in the case of boarders—their 
food and lodging free of charge, the 
school cannot, “of course, be. ‘self 
‘supporting; and it is foreseen that a 
sum will have to be raised to cover 
deficits that are bound to result in 
the future. For a fee of $17 a month 
a boarder is given breakfast, tiffin 
Gyhich includes meat) and a ‘dinner 
of two courses. Up to the 5th Form 
his uniform is composed of a white 
shirt and khaki shorts, while in the 























Sth, Gth and 7th Forms he wears a 
white shirt and long black trousers. 
Gus wear white skits and Kbaki 
sarafans, 

Mr. Ch. Metzler, head of the Emi-

Conditions in Chili

south of Santiago, says that while 
‘Chill is no paradise, those who are 
firmly resolved to go there will be 
able to find a position in time. A 
knowledge of the language is indis- 
pensable, says Prof. Strelkoff, and 
zien acquainted with farming will be 
able to find a job easier than those 
whose knowledge ranges in other 
spheres. In order to get a visa for 
Chili the sum of $2,000 must be pre- 
sented.

Russians in Peiping 

From Peiping come the news that 
the Russian colony there has drawn 
closer around the Russian House, 
which has a library, a hall, a kMtehen 
for the indigent (like the one run 
by the National Committee in Shang- 
hai) and even a co-operative store, 
which is very popular among all 
classes. ‘The cost of living in Peiping 
has risen by 40 per cent. A “Russian 
Defence Corps,” originally founded 
in Tientsin, have récently been trans- 
ferred to Peiping where they guard 
radio-stations and suburban roads 
‘and. railroads. Wearing a uniform 
resembling that of the local yolun- 
teers, a member of the Defence Corps 
draws $90 a month and is given free 
hoard and lodging. 


Good Work by. Union 


‘One of the oldest Russian organi- 
zations is the Union of Ex-OMicers of 
the Russian Army and Navy. This 
Union, it was revealed in an inter- 
view with the Russian press given 
by Col. 8. E. Guschin, its Honorary 
Secretary, was founded in July 1920. 
From 1922 it was headed by Lieut— 
Gen. K. F. Walter, white’ ils Vice- 
President has been Commander P. F. 
Krasheninnikoff, The Union has a 
memiership of 600, most of whom 
work in the French Police, in the 
Municipality or in private firms. For 
its unemployed members, who num- 
ber about 200, the Union runs a 
Hostel for both bachelors and men 
with families, A room that ordi- 
narlly would cost $50 a month is 
here rented out at $20, and $12 will 
pay for a small room that elsewhere 
would cost a minimum of $30. Be- 
fore the rise in prices the Hostel 
used to feed an inmate for 35 cents 
a day, but now it makes use of the 
Iutehen run by the National Com- 
mitiee. Medical service is supplied 
by. the Russian Orthodox Contra 
ternity and the French “Municipal 
Ambulatory. Situated at 225 Rue 
‘Amiral Courbet, the Hostel now ac- 
‘commodates 45. bachelors, although 
there is no. shortage of ‘applicants. 
Ecch year $7,000 to $8000 are do- 
nated ‘to the Union to enable it to 
coutinue its charity work, most of 
the money coming fom the Caisse 
dos Oeuvres, the United Charities and 
membership’ subscriptions.

Labour regulations have created 
Jdificulties in some cases, while the 
Jdisappearance of the internal markets 
has proved serious, Though the in- 
jNestments | in each case are sub 
stantial, they bear a fairly smal 
proportion to the total assets of the 
[parent concerns. 

‘Also included under this heading 
ore such banks as Chartered Bank 
cf India Australia and ‘Mercantile 
Rank of India, and a number” of 
British insurance companies, which 
ave offices or agencies in Shanghal. 

‘As to the future there are no signs 
cf an early improvement of trading 
conditions at Shanghai. So much de- 
pends on the course of the Sino- 
JJapanese war and a host of political 
‘and economic incaleulables—of which 
tho attitude of Russia and the stay- 
ing power of Japan are but two ex-

It is logical and not convincing 
to contend now that the same demand 
for self-determination, if advanced 
by the Sudeten Germans, is not in 
conformity, but rather opposed nnd 
in contravention to the standards of 
international morality, 

If the prineiple of 
tlon ever was a political ideal, then 
it Ig not the demand of the Sudeten 
Germans, but rather the objection of 
‘the Czechs to, such demand which 
must be branded as violating the 
Ideals of international honour, justice 
and morality, 

‘The Sudeten Germans were in- 
cluded and kept in the Czechoslo- 
vakian State by mere force, “under 
the guns of war", a procedure to 
avhich you so strongly object in 
your editorial, If the great demo- 
feracles decide to take side with 
Czechoslovakia in the event of war 
‘they will fight to prevent the ap 
plication of the very principles for 
which they said they fought twenty 
years ago, a rather incongruous de- 
monstration of international morality.

‘The untenable conditions which the 
new order of things in South-Eastern 
Burope had created, was recognized 
more than a decade ago by Lord 
Rothermere. He predicted, unless the 
Allies did something quickly to re- 
‘medy the situation, war. Many 
prominent British politicians agreed 
with him and there has been, for 
some time, a group of MP.s in the 
British Parliament who were pledged 
to promote the idea of revision and 
plebiscite to determine doubttul is- 
sues. 

‘One can but acclaim the courage

The Fat Earth: 
(A Reader’s Astonishment 


To the Editor of the 
“Nomri-Cuma Dany News" 


‘Sim—I was rather “astonished” to 
read ‘Astoxisiq's question appearing 
in your today's paper regarding the 
“fattest part of earth.” Every school- 
boy who finished the first course in 
geography should know that the 
earth is not exactly. a globe but 
rather an ellipsoid, flattened at both 
poles owing to the centrifugal force 
produced by earth's rotation on its 
axis, Consequently, the distance from 
earth's centre to the sea level is con- 
siderably greater (exact figure can 
bbe found in books) at the equator 
than “at poles (why called “fat 
test”). The height of a mountain is 
‘measured from the sea level to its 
Peak, hence a mountain at the equator 
(ike Chimborazo) is farther rom 
earth's centre than that of the same 
height at higher latitudes (like ‘Mt 
Everest). I can see nothing unintel- 
Ugible in the statement quoted by 
Astoxrsitea from "Transgressor in the 
‘Tropies.

Proof of Oblateness 


‘To the Editor of the 
jonri-Cuaxa Dany News" 
‘Sm;—On September 14, appeared in 
columns, from correspondent 
‘Asronisne, a query to the earth 
‘and its fattest part, Here is in- 
formation which may interest him, 

‘The actual shape of the earth was 
under discussion for a long time, 
But about 1745 the French measured 
an are in Lapland near the Arctic 
Circle, and another in Peru near the 
Equator. They found that the are 
fone degree in length was tonger in 
Lapland than in Peru, ‘This proved 
beyond question that the earth 1s 
fattened at the poles and bulged at 
‘the equator; and it gave the amount 
of flattening. 

‘The moon is kept in its orbit around 
the earth by the earth's attraction for 
i But the attraction of the earth 
fon the moon will not’ be quite the 
same if it is oblate, as it will be if 
it were a strict sphere, The varia- 
tion in attraction will cause a cor 
responding small change in the mo- 
tion of the moon. This small change 
has been computed, and it is found 
that the moon's motion exhibits ex- 
actly those irregularities which it 
should have if the earth were oblate, 
thus veritying the fact of its oblate: 
ness. 

Conversely, the attraction of the 
moon for the earth is different from 
what it would be if the earth were 
spherical. ‘The attraction of the moon 
would have no effect on the rotation 
of the earth as a perfect sphere, but 
{ts attraction on the equatorial Bulge 
‘will have an. effect on the earth's 
rotation. The effect has been observ- 

‘and ‘proves that the earth bulges 
‘at the equator, 

‘There are other proofs that the 
earth is an oblate spheroid in shape. ~ 
‘There are slight deviations from this 
figure, however, due to continental, 
elevations and "irregularities in the 
distribution of matter. 

‘The equatorial dlameter is 7,026,677 
miles, whereas the polar diameter is 
































‘level at the equator 
Is therefore 13,345 miles further 
moved from the earth's centre than 
mean sea-level at the pole. Hence 
‘Mr, Farson's statement that the peal 
‘of Chimborazo (on the equator) is 
further removed from the earth's 
centre than that of Everest (approx. 
28 degrees N. lat.). 

‘These notes on the shape of the 
earth are taken from Moulton’s De- 
seriptive Astronomy, the fAgures from 
Hammond's Modern’ Illustrated Atlas 
of the World, An interesting discus- 
sion of the mathematics of this sub- 
Ject can be found in the “Eney- 
‘clopaedia Britannica” under the head~ 
ing.

Industrial Accidents During 
August 

Industrial Accidents reported to the 
Shanghai Municipal Council in August 
humbered 174 of which nine were 
fatal, ‘There were 14 women injured, 
The causes of 146 were known with 
sufficient accuracy and 51 have been 
the subject of detailed investigation 
Jand instruction in prevention, 

Classified by causes, 38 aceldents, 
of which one was fatal, were caused 
by machinery operated'by power, 22 
persons fell, one fatally, Two were 
killed and 19 injured’ by falling 
bodies. One fatal and 12 non-fatal 
injuries were due to explosions, 
Electricity caused two deaths and 
three non-fatal accidents, 

According to industries, 33. non- 
fatal injuries occurred in the textile 
trades, 32, of which two were fatal, 
happened during building operations 
and indicate a great revival of con- 
[struction activity. 19 accidents, none 
of them fatal, were in the machinery 
and metal products industries, 18, of 
which one was fatal, were due to 
transportation, 13 of which two were 
fatal were incurred in the food, 
drinks and tobacco trades,

Heated arguments between Counsel} 
lconcerned were foatures of the hear-| 
ing in the First Special District Court, 
Jota suit brought by the China Realty, 
ICo. against the Augustinian Procura- 
tion yesterday. “Mr. L. C. Yang and| 
Dr. George Sellett appeared for the| 
plaintiffs and Dr. O. Fischer for the| 
Jdefendants; the case was adjourned to 
[September 23, 

‘The China Realty is suing for $700,- 
Joo and interest, $20,000. fees” and 
leosts, on certain 'Pootung property, 
fand Dr. Fischer’s contention that the 
whole suit was “a bluff, hot alr and| 
nothing else” was: countered by Mr. 
Yang's charge ‘that the Augustinian 
Procuration “(the Spanish Fathers) 
fwas in China “not to preach the 
Jgospel but to teach people to re- 
Pudiate debts.” 

‘The hearing opened with Dr. 
Fischer contending that Father | P. 
Cerezal, the procurator, and his col-| 
Heagues’ were Italian’ citizens and 
therefore not within the court's juris- 

istion; he produced three passports, 











one issued to Father Cerezal, and all 
duly viséd. Dr. Fischer contended 


further that the Augustinian Procura- 
on was not a “non juristie person” 
Pout merely the name of the office of| 
{the mission's delegates; the Mission's 
Jotices, he sald, had been moved to; 
Rome. 

This step, Dr. Fischer continu- 
‘ed, was taken because of the con- 
ditions now existing in Spain, the 
Spanish priests having taken’ the 
pecessary steps in 1936 to. obtain 
Yalian nationality as a result, Fur 
thermore, since then, a suit had been 
brought against Father Cerezal and 
hhad been dismissed as he was “sub- 
ect to Italian: jurisdiction.” 

Dr. Fischer denied that, as alleged, 
a deed tor certain property, to the 
value of $700,000, was made in Octo- 
Yer 1934, Defendants’ information 
Was that “the property, which is still 
in possession of the plaintiffs, was 
eased by them to! the Japanese’ mili- 
txy, who are using it for military 
jurposes.” ‘The Procuration, inciden- 
fally, had never received ‘any rent 
‘on the property. 

He requested the court to order 
that a ‘chdrtered accountant be ap- 
Tointed to examine the plaintiff com- 
pany’s accounts and ascertain whether 
they had paid out either $700,000 or 
fa part thereot. “He further asked the 
‘court to request the deposit of two 
{le deeds so that the court could see 
't Father Cerezal was the owner of the 
property and if not—as” defendan 
Suggested—how he could 
something which was not his. “The 
whole thing is a blu, hot air and 
nothing else!” exclaimed Dr. Fischer. 

In his reply, Dr. Sellett said:— 
‘am not going to present facts to this 
case, this will have to be done by 
‘Mr,’ Yang. I merely wish to deal 
with one statement made by Counsel 
for the Augustinian Procuration and 
1 wish to deal with that statement 
because I'am, perhaps, more familiar 
with the facts than Mr. Yang is.

“He must be wholly lacking in any 
sense of moral values and before this 
‘ease is over I think that we will 
show that that is about the character 
‘of the defendants’ case which they. 
present here. The China Realty Co. 
took possession of that property and| 
such portion as was taken by the 
Japanese military was taken” over 
the protest of the China Realty Co.” 

Mr. Yang then said he would 
allege that the Augustinian Procura- 
‘ton came to Shanghai not to preach, 
religious doctrine but “to "teach, 
people how to evade thelr just 
debts." Mr. Yang then proceeded. 
to go into the facts from the plaint- 
‘ffs’ point of view, and then returned 
fo the question of jurisdiction. 

According to the defendants’ con- 
tention, the mission should be under

by a Roman citizen. Did it therefore.

State of Emergency 

A. state of emergency for three 
months was proclaimed yesterday by 
the Cabinet.

If such school is established the properties 
and equipment, or funds for them, shall be 
according to stipulations to be determined 
by the Government, High schools or those 
for girls must be incorporated under Man- 
choukiuoan Taw, 

‘Any change ‘of the founder, any appoint 
ment or dismissal of director, principal re- 
presentative or staff, must be approved by| 
the Government, fines of ¥.200 for changing! 
a teacher and '¥.300 for changing one. of 
the other three named being fixed. 

‘The Government may order a change or 
suspension of equipment curriculum or other 
matters if they deem them harmful from the 
standpoint of their educational policy; they 
may inflict a fine of a 100 yuan for each 
offence. ‘The Government may order the 
dismissal of dixectors, principals or teachers| 
it they deem them unfit. Failure to obey! 
will ineur a fine of 100 yuan, 

No one can gainsay the right of supervision. 
Whether the laws work unnecessary hardship 
on any school depends largely on the per- 
sonality of the officers administering it. For 

wstanee at one, foreign school a Japanese 
teacher, supplied to them by the Govern- 
ment, was very insistent that all teachers 
should attend” the Confucian sacrifices. 
‘Actually schools are supposed to send a 
suitable number of representatives to a sort 
of memorial service.

‘The number of foreign schools affected by 
the new laws is variously reported.

Yet even 
In this work one reads that schools 
established by foreigners total 46 primary, 
18 middle, 1 medical, 2 religious and 1 
kindergarten, ‘The Annual of Catholic Mis- 
sions in Manchoukuo states that that organ- 
ization alone has the following schools: 
seminaries 9, for catechists 3, Bible schools| 
735, primary schools 213, secondary schools| 
7 with a total of nearly 39,000 pupils. 


‘As educational developments in Man- 
choukuo derive their inspiration from] 
Japanese sources, the provision for education 
in the Kwangtung Leased Territory and the 
8. M. R, Zone will give an indication of what 
may ‘be expected in Manchoukuo, but with 
‘one very important difference. The S. M. R. 
and the Kwantung Government undertook 
educational work primarily to care for the 
children of their employees and other Japan- 
ese residents. Not only were _ schools 
erected in Dairen and the _ principal’ 
centres, but the railway established a chain’ 
of schools so that no child of their 
employees would require more than a short!

Starting 30 years ago with two small 
primary schools for Japanese, the railway has | 
built up an impressive complete educational 
system for Japanese, housed in ample and 
dignified buildings. "Separate schools were 
ldeveloped for children of ‘Korean parents 
Jalong the Railway Zone. ‘The number of 
these was small in proportion to the total 
number of Korean residents when compared 
to the figures for Japanese population. Last 
year nineteen schools for Koreans with over 
10,000 pupils received from the S. M. R. a 
subsidy of ¥.289,000. 

‘As the overwhelming majority of the 
[population of the Railway Zone were Chinese, 
special schools were opened for native chil- 
dren. ‘The first S. M. R. Primary School 
for Chinese was started in Kaiping in 1909, 
land today the company maintains ten such 
schools. ‘They offer a lower course of four 
years and a higher course of two years. 
[During these six years the pupils are thor- 
oughly grounded in the Japanese language. 
The company spends over  ¥.250,000 each 
year on these schools, 

‘The general directorate of railways has 
pursued the same policy as its parent com- 
pany, maintaining primary schools at suitable 
intervals along. the lines of the railways. 
[Last year they had established fourteen such 
schools with accommodation for over 5,000 
pupils. . 

‘Among the educational institutions estab-| 
lished by the Kwantung Government the 
[Technical College at Port Arthur deserves 
particular mention. ‘The work done there 
Jcompared favourably with that in the best 
Institutions of the type in Japan. The 
student body is chiefly Japanese, but the 
[Chinese who graduated from there were! 
found to be much better equipped than other 
candidates for engineering positions under the 
Chinese Government in Manchuria. 

‘The new school system for Manchoukuo| 
covers a four-year primary course, a two- 
year intermediary course, a four-year secon- 
ary course, and a three-or four-year college 
course. Pupils are admitted at the age of 
seven or more years, no upper limit being 
specified. “In addition to the national primary 
schools, it is estimated that 10,000 public and’ 
private institutions throughout the country 
jare giving one-to-three-years of elementary 
Jedueation to approximately 100,000 children. 

‘The Governmental intermediary schools 
offer two years of practical education, aimed 
particularly to provide for children who will 
receive no further education. The college 
course may be fixed as three years or four 
years. All colleges are allowed to open 
special “schools with shorter courses in 
various sciences, 








Great emphasis is laid on the education 
of children and young boys and girls, it being, 
realized that their seniors are more then apt 
to have habits of thought which may vary 
considerably from the plans of those at the 
helm of the new régime. A youngster who 
cannot remember having seen any flags! 
‘except those of Japan and Manchoukuo and 
who has nothing to unlearn is considered 
more promising material and more apt to 
make a more loyal subject of the New Empire 
than those whose schooling had been under 
Chinese Republican auspices. 

A child who had entered a Manchoukuoan 
primary school in 1932 would, if he followed 
‘the schedule outlined above, be ready for’ 
the higher school this year, and high schools| 
fare available although the accommodation is} 
far below the demand, and the compotition 
{for admission very keen. Actually the prin- 
ciple that youths who had been exposed to 
Kuomintang schools were contaminated with 
dangerous thoughts was not pushed to the 
limit, and consequently from the existing high 
schools there have already “graduated a 
limited number of students. It would appear| 
{that those who have studied for four years| 
under the Empire of Manchou, and, to a 
jgreater extent, those who have had six 
[school years since the creation of Man-| 
jchoukuo might be permitted to continue their’ 
studies without involving any risk of creating, 
Ja class of educated revolutionaries. 

Therefore higher education is receiving a 
tittle oficial attention. The medical school at) 
Changchun is to be raised to college standing. 
New college buildings to cost 339,000 yuan 
jare expected to be ready for occupancy next! 
year, the authorities having recognized the’ 
lurgent need of a larger number of native 
physicians. At present the Manchuria Medical 
College, founded by the S. M. R. in 1911, 
has an equipment which cost over ¥.2,500,000 | 
jand annually spends over _¥.800,000." In 
Jaddition to this there is the British’ Medical) 
/School at Mukden with. 90 pupils and another, 
[private medical school at Harbin with 105. 


Last year the Government began construc- 
tion work on buildings for a national 
luniversity. It is intended to offer a pre- 
paratory course of three years, a university 
course of three years and a post-graduate| 
course. Over 1,000 applications were re-| 
ceived, and 100 students will be selected from 
among Chinese, Manchus, Mongols, Japanese | 
Koreans and Russians. 














In the announcement made by the Govern- 
‘ment it is stressed that, “Special emphasis,

NATURE NOTES 


Late in August I pointed out in these notes 
that, although summer was not yet over, bird 
migration had commenced. Now that autumn 
is well advanced his wonderful natural pheno- 
‘menon is in full swing. It will continue for 
jat least two months, the movements of birds 
from north to south’ increasing in volume till 
it reaches its peak about the middle of 
(October, when ‘the full rush of the mighty 
hordes of waders and wild-fow! will be upon 
us,and thenight air will be full of their cries 
Jor the whistling of their wings as they pass 
Joverhead. But already, it one stands out in 
‘the open’on any fine night, one may hear the 
jeries of the advance guard’ of this great army 
—plovers, sandpipers, whimbrels and curlews— 
lcalling to cach other as they wing their way 
through the moonlight. In my note of 
August 24 I referred to the tremendous 
Gistances travelled by some of these 
migrants in their journeys between their 
‘winter quarters in the south and their breed- 
ing grounds. Such journeys are truly as 
tonishing. Some of the waders, for instance, 
‘that pass through our area at this season do 
Jaot stop their travels tll they reach Australia, 
One of the most interesting cases of long 
distance travel is that of the little Amur red- 
footed falcon. ‘This species breeds regularly 
in North China and Manchuria as far’ north 
jas the valley of the mighty Amur River. It 
winters in South Africa.” It makes the tre- 
Imendous journey between these two regions 
jot about 10,000. miles twice every year. ‘The 
[Pacific golden plover is another of our birds 
‘of passage that covers an enormous distance 
jevery year. Breeding in North-eastern Siberia 
land Alaska, it travels in the autumn down 
ithe eastern’ coast of Asia, on through the 
jeastern islands of the Malayan Archipelago 
well into the Southern Hemisphere, and so out 
into the Southern Pacific, where it winters on 
some of the islands far’ to the east of Aus- 
{ralia, ‘The longest known non-stop fight in the 
bird ‘world is made by cerlain members of 
this or a closely related species, which migrate 
in a.single Might from Western Alaska to the 
(Hawaiian Islands, a distance of well over: 
12000 miles. ‘The ‘greatest distance known to. 
jbe covered by any bird on migration is the 
Itwice-yearly journey of the Arelic tern, which 
literally Mies from Pole to Pole, spending what 
jwe call summer in North Polar’ regions “and 
jwinter in the Antarctic. ‘The vicissitudes 
faced by birds on migration are many and 
igreat. It is a common thing for land birds to 
Hollow coastlines, cutting across bays and 
lguits, and resting from time to time on hea 
Hands, promontories or even on islands during. 
their’ journeys. Often, however, storms, beat 
ling off shore, carry them out of their courses 
far to seaward, where they perish in tens or 
lhundreds of thousands as ‘exhaustion over- 
{akes them. Yet with undaunted courage they 
{ace these dangers season by season. Never 
shall I forget, while travelling one autumn in 
ja typhoon from ‘Tsingtao to Shanghai, observ- 
ing the numerous swallows migrating south- 
ward. ‘The brave little birds were following 
the same course as my steamer, flying steadily 
into the teeth of the gale, Keeping so low 
that they had to rise to avold each oncoming 
jwave. All day long they could ‘be seen over 
hauling the ‘steamer and passing it. I could 
not help admiring their pluck, at ‘the same 
ime wondering why they did’ not sock the 
shelter of land, but a comparatively short dis- 
fiance to their’ westward. Even when night 
feli they did not appear to be doing this, for, 
!as long as I could see in the gathering gioom, 
I could make out their little forms “flying 
steadily southward. Next morning it was the, 
jsame: obviously they had been flying all night.

Believe it or not, 1 have not been able to 
discover anything ‘like a minority problem 
amongst the creatures that inhabit my garden, 
for anywhere else in Nature for that matter, 
except, of course, amongst human beings. 
‘Amongst animals the various species are either 
frankly predatory and prey upon certain other 
species, or they are remarkably tolerant of 
jother species. It is astonishing how well the 
various forms of non-rapacious birds get along 
fogether not to mention the innumerable 
[species of insects and the slugs, snails and other 
Tower forms of animal life. As a rule, like does 
fhot attack like, the oulstanding exception being 
‘the ants, whieh, as T pointed out in one of my 
earlier notes, are definitely aggressive, living 
jin colonies ruled by a system comparable with 
{that governing what we know as totalitarian 
states amongst men. They make war. one 
colony “against another, and terrible battles 
Joceur, in which whole colonies may be wiped 
Jout. ‘Incidentally, it is only because they have 
fevolved their system of complete subservience 
Jof the, individual to the state and the resultant 
junity of action of the whole colony that they 
jare able thus to wage war on other colonies. 
But it argues a very low grade of intelligence 
Jon the part of the individual ants. They are 
frothing ‘but soulless slaves to a system, and 
Jare incapable of coping with any 
Jout of the ordinary that may ove 
[Changed conditions in their surroundings meat 
their annihilation, individually or collectively. 
‘The non-predatory species of all branches of 




















sent leave each other alone, acting on the 
Principle of “tive and let’ live. This is 
‘especially noticeable among the birds which 
‘come to feed at the table on my lawn every 
morning. The sparrows . are. greatly in 
the majority, but they do not for 
that reason atlempt to lord it over’ the other 
birds of to exclude them from the feast laid 
out for them each morning. Every day I see 
dozens of these alert and active birds feeding 
peaceably side by side with bulbuls and doves, 
with sometimes a blackbird or two. a pair of 
tomtits, a little flock of munias or some azure- 
[winged magpies coming for their share of the 
food, True, blackbirds are’ inelined to be a 
‘bit quarrelzome amongst themselves, and have 
‘the reputation of each driving others of its own 
‘kind away from its particular beat, but even 
this rule does not always hold good. for 1 have 
often seen more than one male blackbird at a 
time ‘on my lawn looking for worms, while 
the other day T counted no fewer than eighteen 
round the bird-bath and on the lawn 
of ‘the Country “Hospital garden without 
any fighting going on. Of course, squabbles 
Sometimes take place amongst the birds of the 
same species, but these are obviously — only 
family rows and are not serious. Sometimes 
a dove will peck at or chase another dove or 
a sparrow. I have even seen a. sparrow peck 
‘ata dove, but, on the whole, the atmosphere 
round the’ bird-table is one of peace and har- 
mony. In other branches of animal lite it is 
the same. It matters not how many caterpillars 
there are on a bush or rose vine, they never 
seem to mind or interfere with each’ other. 
However many cicadas there may be on a 
favourite tree there always seems to be room 
fer one more. The toads which come out at 
[night to feed on my Inwn are the most peaci 

able creatures imaginable, while slugs will co 
‘gregate thickly on some feeding ground with 
never a sign of antagonism amongst them, And 
30 T could go on giving instance after instance 
‘of tolerance amongst animals of the same and 
different species, but the foregoing are suficient 
{to give point to my argument. It is left for man 
andthe ant to indulge in aggression on a 
Wholesale seale, and for man alone to persecute

snails, Yet that is precisely. what propose to

have seareely touched in. these Nathre. Notes 
Vin an English garden snalls are 90 plentiful 
that it would ‘be impossibte not to notice them, 
tut here in Shanghai just the reverse 1s the 
fase, ‘These terrestrial molluses are so. few 
in this part of China that they are a positive 
rarity in most Shanghai. yardens, and to find 
them one must go on a regular hunt, ooking in 
ferannies in rockeries or low down amongst the 
stems of plants. It is only in the middle of 





immer that one may expect to find them 
‘crawling about and feeding upon the leaves of 
plants, ond then only in really damp weather 
fand usually at night. Seldom do they show 
themselves during the day. I am using the 
word “they.” but actually i am referring to 
Ja-single species of land. snail. ‘This is what 
may be called the Chinese garden snail for 
‘want of a better popular name, and it is known 
to science as Eulota ravida,’ Benson, Shaped 
ike the common garden snail of England, it 
has a much thinner shell of a horny-yellowish 
colour. In Shanghai gardons it seldom reaches 
anything approaching the size of the English 
garden snail, but at places like Chapoo I have 
found specimens on the old city. wall, where 
they are plentiful, fully as large. With the 
exception of the tiny amber snail. this is the 
only Jand snail I have found in any garden in 
‘Shanghai, but in the neighbouring country T 
have” found a species of door-shell of the 
genus Clausttia, which appears to be fairly 
‘common, while in the Nanking area some years 
fago T discovered half-a-dozen or so different 
kinds of land snails representing os many 
Eenera, The door-shell is a sinall ypecics with 
a long slender spire, Its shell may be describ- 
fed as spindle-shaped. 1 once found this species 
jin considerable numbers. in tufts of stonccrop 
(Sedum) growing between the cracks of the 
stones of one of tho bridges at Bingwoo 
jon the way to Chapoo. ‘There is“ one 
fother land snail found in Shanghai gardens, 
where it is really very common, but Is 50 
small as to eseape one's notice unless one Is 
definitely looking for it. ‘This is the little 
amber snail (Suecinea indica Pfeiffer). referred 
to above, which does not exceed a quarter of 
Jan inch 'in total length, and is to be looked 
for on small plants growing near the ground, 
such as the little blue spider-wort or day 
Mower, or, with more certainty of finding it, 
amongst potted plants, It is shaped very much 
like the well known pond snails (Limnaea), 
having the Mrst whorl of its shell large, with a 
very small spire. It differs from the pond 
snails, however, in that it has tentacles like 
jother Iand snails with knobs al the end in 
which tho eyes are situated, instead ‘of at the 
bases of pointed tentacles ax’ in the pond snails 
and other aquatle forms. This amber snall is 
distributed all over Eastern and Southern Asia, 
rhe other snail found in Shanghai garden 
Eulota ravida, is also distributed all over Chin 
ranging as far north as Pei-ta ell 
known summer resort, in North-eastern China. 
where I have collected specimens. oF ¢. s.

Contemporary Research 

‘This book is a selection of articles 
from Chinese periodicals of the past 
few years, translated and edited by 
members of' the rescarch staff of the 
Seeretariat of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, This particular publica~ 
tion forms part of the Institute's pro- 
gramme of research into problems of 
Jand ulitization, population and rural 
tandards of living in Pacifle coun 
tries. It supplements Professor J. 
Lossing Buck's statistical investigation 
of Chinese agriculture. In the past, 
Western students of the Chinese 
Innguaye devoted themselves more to 
the anciént history and culture. of 
China, Tt 1s better, as in this ease, that 
Fesearch by Chinese scholars is being 














made on contemporary Chinese 
society. ‘The investigations recorded 
in this collection are from such 


diverse sections as Yunnan, Suiyuan, 
Kiangsu, Kansu, Shantung, ‘Szechuen, 
Manchuria and Fukien, The subjects 
treated are divided into sections: the 
land siltation itself; the farming pro- 
blem; exploitation ‘by capital; auxi- 
Vary’ income for peasant families and 
the’ problem of rural migration, 

China's problem of land tenure 
seems to be more involved than was 
that of feudal Europe. Statisties pub- 
ished in 1918 by the Department of 
Agriculture and Commerce estimate 
that 50 per cent. of the peasants were 
‘occupying owners, 30 per cent. were 
tenants and 20 per cont. owned part 
of their farmland, while renting the 
remainder. ‘The investigations of the 
book show an astonishing concentra 
tion of land into the hands of fewer 
and fewer people. 


Peasants Exploited 

One of the most discouraging points 
brouht out in the course of these 
studies is how little advantage has 
‘acerued to the Chinese peasant by the 
improvement of communications and 
the advance of business enterprise in 
the Inst three decades, A. study by 
Chi Ping, taken from the Rural 
Weekly Supplement of Tientsin 1 
Shih Pao, August 17, 1935, shows how 
the commercialism which’ followed in 
the train of peanut and salt produc- 
tion in southern Hopei, has intensified 
the exploitation of ' the peasants, 
Within a two year period 30 per cent. 
of the families had fallen into debt.

A London Letter

London, Aug, 20. 

‘When the British Association first 
met at Oxford in 1832 Dr. Buckland, 
the president, declared that it was) 
no place for ladies: scientific subjects, 
he said, could not be discussed with 
any usefulness in thelr presence, 
But only a few years later they were 
there in foree, “so numerous and 
beautiful” that’ it seemed to Adam 
Sedgwick “as if every sunbeam that 
entered the windows had deposited 
‘an angel.” Which shows that _pro- 
fessors of science are not so dumb 
as they may look. 

‘This year nearly half the members 
of the British Association, mecting at 
Cambridge, are women. One of 
them, Dr, ‘Margaret Murray of Uni- 
versity College, London (the so- 
called “Infidel College of Gower 
Street" because, like the Sisters of the 
Misericordin at Venice, it “harbours 
every kind of disease and has no 
respect for religion”), has dis 
tinguished herself by avery rude 
address, She is an expert on anthro- 
pology and so set herself to explore 
the origins of the old “town and 
gown" traditions of Cambridge, which 
She traced to the Church having 
arrogantly seized upon a placid 
market town to make it a University 
and having remained “top dog” ever 
since. She contrasted the blessings 
of Gower Street which opens its 
doors to all creeds and colours (but 
30 does Cambridge) and denounced 
the Varsity populace 2s being com-

A Slap at Evolution 


‘There was a good deal of wrangling 
over a skull, said to be 250,000 years 
old, dug up by Mr. Alvan Marston in 
Kent, with remains of rhinoceroses, 
mammoths and gargantuan birds.
